To the LegUlature of New Jersey: 

In pursuance of the requirements of the ^ot entitled ''An act for the 
taxation of railroad and canal property,^* nipproved April 10th, 1884, 
the State Board of Assessors appointed under said act respectfully 
present the advance sheets of their second annual report This form 
of the report, '^ advance sheets,'' being the same as that adopted last 
year, seems to be made necessary in order that the Legislature shall at 
an early period in its session be informed, as nearly as possible, of the 
outcome of the work of the Board, and of the amount of revenue 
that may be calculated on therefrom. The completed report cannot 
be made in time to meet this requirement, for the following reason : 

After the yearly valuation of the railroad and canal property is 
completed, the tax thereon assessed, and the schedules delivered to the 
Comptroller on the first day of December, as required by law, so 
much of the work of the Board, with the reasons that have governed 
them in arriving at their conclusions, can be given to the Legislature* 
But all this work, by the terms of the law, is subject to revision at a 
later day, as provided by the fifteenth section of the act, as follows : 

"15. And be it enact edy That the said State Board of Assessors shall 
meet on the third Monday of December, at the State House, in Tren- 
ton, for the purpose of reviewing their assessment, and may adjourn 
from day to day till they shall have finished the hearing ; upon the 
written complaint of any company or person considering itself or 
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It will be seen that the Board does not convene in their appellate 
capacity until late in December, and the experience of last year proves 
that these appeals cfttmot be heard, and the various complaints exam- 
ined and adjusted, until long after the assembling of the L^islature* 
And it is necessary to have whatever corrections are needful and 
proper, made before the extensive schedules and tables can be made 
up with accuracy. This plan was adopted last year, and all the 
figures and statistics found in the full report, are the corrected figures 
after the revision. The same course will be pursued in the report of 
this year. 

It has been already intimated that at the time the report of last 
year was written, the subject of revision was then occupying the 
attention of the Board. Complaints were filed in writing by seventy- 
six of the railway corporations, covering almost every conceivable 
ground of objection. Arguments were made by learned counsel on 
the law points involved, and a mass of testimony taken in regard to 
the averments of over-valuation. The Board patiently listened to the 
arguments, and thoroughly and carefully examined the testimony in 
each case, and in every instance, when convinced of the justice of the 
complaint, cheerfully made the needed correction. The result was 
that the aggregate reduction in the entire valuation of nearly two 
hundred million dollars of property, was $5,087,969.91 ; and the 
reduction in the tax amounted to $92,481.28, as will be seen by the 

following table :

The Board think it a matter of congratulation that in the first 
year of the application of a totally new law, and in the valuation of 
so vast an amount of property, in such endless variety — real and 
personal, tangible and intangible — they found, after an exhaustive 
examination of their work, so little to correct. 

Tn the renort which we had the honor to submit t^o the Tjeori«lature 
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our valuations were based and our conclusions reached. We endeav- 
ored also to show, from statistics and comparative statements, that the 
railroads of the State, by our assessments under this law, were paying 
no more than their just proportion of the burden of taxation, and 
expressed the hope and belief that these corporations, upon a candid 
examination of the subject, would acquiesce in the tax assessed. 

The hope and expectation then entertained and expressed by the 
Board, that these corporations would recognize the fact that their 
taxation under this law was approximately just, have not been real- 
ized. The new law under which these assessments were made, it is 
true, increased their taxation some thirty per cent, in the aggregate, 
and in individual cases even more. Increased taxation is never wel- 
comed either by individuals or corporations, and, perhaps, it ought 
not to be surprising that the railroad managers were restive under 
their increased burdens. Apparently they failed to draw the infer- 
ence that perhaps the present tax only seems too high because of the 
undoubted fact that hitherto it had been altogether too low. 

Some of the companies, notably the large number comprised in 
what is known as the "Pennsylvania System," and also the roads 
embraced in the "Erie System," while expressing their conviction 
that the tax was excessive, and filing written protests to this effect, 
nevertheless paid the tax, much to their honor and credit. 

But of the ninety companies included in the list of those assessed, 
thirty-four resist the assessment and have appealed to the judicial 
tribunals for redress by writs of certiorari as provided for in the six- 
teenth section of the act.

These cases, of such paramount importance to the State, are now in 
charge of the Attorney-General, whose ability and fidelity are the 
sure guarantees that the interests of the State will be protected and 
its honor and dignity maintained. The Board would not trespass 
upon the province of the law oflBcer of the State, but it seems to 
them that this report would be incomplete without a brief statement 
of the present status of these cases. By far the most important and 
interesting information on this point will be furnished by the Attor- 
ney-General, but perhaps this report may be read by many who may 
not have access to the fuller report he will doubtless make. 

The reasons given by the contesting companies for asking the court

FiraL That the act of April 10th, 1884, under which these assess- 
ments were made, is in violation of Paragraph 12, Section 7, 
Article IV. of the Constitution of the State of New Jersey, 
which provides that " Property shall be assessed for taxes under 
general laws and by uniform rules, according to its true value.'^ 

Second. That the act is unconstitutional because it is in violation of 
the last clause of Section 1 of the Fourteenth Amendment of the 
Constitution of the United States, which reads : " Nor shall any 
State deprive any person of life, liberty or property, without due 
process of law, nor deny to any person within its jurisdiction the 
equal protection of the laws.'' 

Third. That several of the larger companies are exempt from taxa- 
tion under the act of April 10th, 1884, by virtue of alleged 
previous contracts with the State, 

Fourth. That the Board erred in their method of valuing franchise — 
that the tax assessed thereon is excessive and unequal, and, there- 
fore, illegal and void. 

Fifth. That the valuation of the corporal or tangible property, both 
real and personal, is excessive. 

At the November Term of the Supreme Court the vital, constitu- 
tional and legal questions involved in this controversy, were argued 
with great ability by the distinguished counsel of the several protest- 
ing companies on the one side, and met, on the part of the State, by 
the masterly replies of the Attorney-General and his associates, Bar- 
ker Gummere, William T. Hoffman, William H. Corbin, Robert F. 
Stockton, Jr;, and William S. Gummere, esquires, which, in their 
fullness, clearness and vigor, leave nothing to be desired. It is, 
perhaps, safe to say that no more important case was ever presented to 
our State courts for adjudication, and that the arguments on both sides 
will rank with the most conspicuous efforts of any of the great 
lawyers that have adorned the bar of this State. 

The iudfirment of the nonrt ha^ nnf. nn to this time, been rpndftred. 
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consider the provision for the taxation of franchise as the unpardon- 
able error of the law of 1884, and the severest criticisms on the work 
of the Board relate to the methods and rules adopted by them for 
the ascertainment of the value of franchise. There seems to be a de- 
gree of sensitiveness on the part of the corporations in regard to the 
" franchise tax " which it is difficult for the Board to understand. It 
is bravely contended by some of them that there is no taxable value 
whatever in franchise ; by others that if there be any taxable value it 
must be small where a general railroad law exists, the privil^es of 
which are free and open to all ; and the rules and methods adopted 
by the Board for estimating the true value thereof have been de- 
nounced by the corporations and their counsel by the use of a large 
part of the condemnatory adjectives of the language. 

As to the first objection, the Board has simply to say that the L^is- 
lature, in the act of April 10th, 1884, specifically singles out franchise 
as an element of value, and requires that value to be separately ascer- 
tained by the Board. It is a command we cannot escape even if we 
would. And is it not a clear inference that the Legislature considered 
this an important element of value in railway corporations by thus 
singling it out and directing its separate valuation? 

On the second point, in their report of last year the Board dealt at 
some length with this vexing question of franchise taxation, and 
endeavored to show, by various judicial decisions and quotations from 
eminent authorities, that the taxable quality of franchise was a defi- 
nitely-settled thing, and quoting Mr. Justice Miller, who says (State 
Railroad Cases, 2 Otto 603): "That the franchise, capital stock, 
business and profits of all corporations are liable to taxation in the 
place where they do business, and by the State which creates them, 
admits of qp dispute at this day." In regard to the rules and methods 
adopted by the Board for the ascertainment of the value of this 
intangible property, they were adopted after a long and earnest in- 
quiry into the subject, and^ however faulty and objectionable they may 
seem to the corporations, they were the result of the best judgment of 
the Board. These rules were given upon the requirement of the 
Supreme Court, and are as follows : 
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equitable and just for the purpose, to wit : that the amount of the 
capital stock and of the funded and other debts of each corporation 
or person taxable under the act aforesaid, should be ascertained, and 
that the value thereof should also be ascertained ; and that in all cases 
where the aggr^ate amount of the value of the capital stock and of 
the securities representing said debts, exceeded the value of the entire 
amount of the tangible property of such corporation, the value of the 
franchise should be ascertained by deducting from the aggregate 
amount of the value of such capital stock and of the securities repre- 
senting said debts, the aggregate amount of the value of said tangible 
property, and that sixty per centum of the amount remaining in each 
case should be taken and held to be the value of the franchise of such 
corporation ; and that in all cases where the amount of the value of 
the capital stock and of the securities representing said debts was less 
than the value of the entire amount of the tangible property of such 
corporation, the gross earnings of such corporation should be ascer- 
tained, and that twenty per centum of such gross earnings (being an 
amount which would make the tax upon the franchise of such cor- 
poration a sum equal to one-tenth of one per centum upon such gross 
earnings) should be taken and held to be the value of the franchSe of 
such corporation." 

These rules have been challenged as unconstitutional, unequal and 
unfair, and therefore illegal and void, and this is now one of the grave 
points at issue in the judicial investigation before the Supreme Court 
heretofore alluded to. In dealing with this question before the court, 
in the case of the Central Railroad Company vs. The State Board of 
Assessors et als., one of the counsel for the State discusses these rules 
in these words : 

"In finding the value of the franchise of the Central Railroad of 
New Jersey, 3ie State Assessors first found the value of the stock and 
debt of the corporation, as it stood on the first day of January, 1884, 
to be $53,100,000. They then found the value of theilufngible prop- 
erty of the company to be $32,000,000, which, being deducted from 
the value of the stock and debt, left a remainder of §21,100,000. 
Assuming these figures to be correct, what does that remainder repre- 
sent? On the first day of January, 1884, in open market, the world 
was bidding $53,100,000 for the ownership of this road. Let us, for 
convenience of argument, suppose that a single purchaser had secured 
all the stock and debt on the first day of January, 1884. He would 
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value of its tangible property, the remainder is evidently the market 
value of the privil^es which are sold with that property. 

"The prosecutor admits that the value of its stock and debt, as 
found by the State Board, is less than could have been obtained in 
open market for such stock and debt on the first day of January, 
1884, and with this admission couples the assertions that its franchise 
has not any ascertainable value, and that its tangible property was not 
worth, by several millions, the value fixed upon it by the State Board. 
What, then, gave the value to the stock and debt ? What, save the 
privileges granted to the company by the State? It is reasonable to 
suppose that the shrewd capitalists who invest their money in stocks 
and bonds would not be willing to pay sixty millions for property 
worth but twenty. If there is not any value in the franchise of the 
Central Railroad, then the State Board has undervalued the tangible 
property of this company. It would be difficult to establish a better 
standard of value than the price which a house, a horse or a railroad 
will bring in open market, where the attendance includes the willing 
buyer and the willing seller. What the willing buyer was ready to 
give for the Central Railroad of New Jersey on the first day of Jan- 
uary, 1884 — and what he has ever since been willing to give — is, in 
round figures, $60,000,000. Then, since and now, the prosecutors can 
obtain in open market, $60,000,000 for property which they declare 
is not worth half that amount. This value must exist somewhere. 
It is not in the tangible personal property. That can be purchased 
and constructed at standard market prices any day. It is not in the 
property outside of main stem or road-bed, for the value of that is 
sharply defined by the standards of valuation fixed by adjoining 
property. There is nothing in the use to which the greater part of 
this class of property is put which enhances its value. The willing 
buyer must therefore be taken to offer his money mainly for the road- 
bed or the franchise of the corporation. He does not offer it for 
nothing. If it is for the road-bed — for the railroad considered as a 
tangible thing — the deduction of the value of all property outside of 
the *main stem' from the amount bid, will give, as the remainder, the 
value of the 'main stem' as it existed on the first of January, 1884. 
The State Board did not adopt this view. Coming to the valuation 
of a depot, the Board evidently considered the cost of labor and mate- 
rials, the condition of the building* and its use. Coming to the valua- 
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property of a company exceeded the value of its stock and debt, the 
State Board deemed it improper to say that there was not any .value 
in the franchise of the corporation, and assessed that franchise at an 
amount equal to twenty per centum of the gross earnings of the 
company. The amount assessed upon this class of corporations, 
throughout the State, is small, as will be seen by the statement 
that the total tax imposed under what is called the 'Second Rule,' 
upon all the railroad corporations of the State is less than $2,000. 

"The fact that the State Board, in a few instances of very slight 
importance, so far as the revenue to be derived from the companies is 
concerned, adopted the Second Rule, will scarcely justify the praise 
which Mr. Williamson (page 23 of brief) bestows upon the proposition 
that the value of a franchise should be determined by the amount of 
gross receipts. However meritorious this rule may have been found 
m the other States, its application in New Jersey would be attended 
with no end of difficulties. The question of apportionment of 
terminal charges would alone create no end of disputes. To credit 
New Jersey with only that portion of receipts which could be based 
on mileage would do injustice to a State the great value of whose 
railroad property is found in what are designated as its terminal 
lands. The Board might as well be instructed to assess the franchise 
of each company at such an amount as the company should decide 
upon. Counsel for the prosecutors are all positive that, if a franchise 
tax can be levied at all, it must be upon the basis of gross receipts. 
It is fair to presume that when the companies in what is known as 
the 'Central System,' made their reports to the State Board, this 
opinion was imparted to the officers making such returns. The com- 
pa;nies then anticipated that their franchises were to be assessed upon 
a basis of gross receipts, and it is instructive to look at the statements 
made by them on this point. I quote from the returns of the 
comjMinies, as contained in the return of the State Board to the writs 
of this Court :

Board directed to ascertain the value of a franchise from its per- 
scrutations of 'the books of the lessee company.' " 

It is a source of regret to the Board that they could not be favored 
with the instructions of the court upon this and other points at issue, 
to guide them in the work of assessment for the current year. But, 
as this could not be, there was nothing left them but to adhere sub- 
stantially to the rules and methods adopted last year, with such modi- 
fications as experience suggested, and with the greater care in the 
details which the increased time at their command enabled them to 
give. 

KAILROADS AND CANALS — GENERAL STATISTICS.* 

The total number of miles of railroads in the United States at the 
close of 1884, is shown to be 125,379, of which 3,977 miles were con- 
structed during the year, as against 6,763 miles in 1883, showing a 
considerable reduction in the percentage of increase in 1884, and a less 
number of miles of new road than for any year since 1878, the aver- 
age annual increase for the last six years being 7,258 miles. 

The total share capital and indebtedness of all kinds of all the 
roads in the United States, at the close of 1884, was $7,676,399,054, 
an increase for the year of $198,533,272, being about $50,000 for 
each mile of new road constructed. The magnitude of the railroad 
enterprises of the country is apparent when it is seen that in a com- 
paratively dull year the great sum of nearly two hundred million of 
dollars is added to the more than seven thousand million dollars pre- 
viously invested in our net-work of railways. 

The general depression in business which prevailed during the year, 
supplemented by a bitter war in rates between rival companies, has 
resulted in a considerable falling off in the earnings of the roads in 
the aggregate, the gross receipts from all the lines being $770,684,908 
for 1884, against $823,772,924 for 1883, a decrease of $53,088,016, 
say about 6.4 per cent. So large a falling off must necessarily result 
in the reduction of dividends, and the statistics on this point show 
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that from the net receipts of 1884, after the payment of the annual 
interest amounting to $176,694,302, there was left applicable for divi- 
dends only $93,244,835, being a fraction less than two and one-half 
per cent, on the entire share capital — accurately speaking, 2.47 per 
oent. 

Some of the r^ular dividend-paying roads ceased paying alto- 
gether, and some of the most prosperous lines in the country, such 
as the Pennsylvania Railroad and the New York Central, were 
obliged to materially reduce theirs. It is worthy of remark that this 
condition of things is not the result of the general bu^ness depression, 
as is generally thought, but comes of the cutting of rates through the 
rivalry of competing lines. The volume of business done by the rail- 
roads in 1884, both as to passengers and freight, was about the same 
as that of 1883, as we proceed to show. 

The number of passengers transported in 1884 by all the lines in 
the United States was 334,814,529, against 312,686,641 for 1883. 
The increase for the year equaling 7.8 per cent. The number of tons 
of freight transported was 390,074,749, against 400,453,439 tons in 
1883, showing a falling off of 10,378,690 tons, the rate of decrease 
being about 2.5 per cent. So it is apparent that the volume of busi- 
ness was nearly the same in the two years ; but there was a reduction 
of rates, both passenger and freight, equal to about two-thirds of a 
mill per mile on passengers carried, and 1.12 mill per ton per mile 
on freight transported. These seemingly small reductions on rates 
reduced the gross earnings for the year below what they would have 
been if the rates of 1883 had been maintained, by the sum of 
4^56,840,463, and instead of this large falling off of the earnings for 
1884 they woi!»d have been greater by $3,752,447 than those of 1883, 
had the rates of that year been maintained. A careful examination 
of these figures will show that the decline in the earnings of the 
past year is due wholly to the reduction of rates, for which, of course, 
the railroad managers are alone responsible. 

It is manifest from this statement of facts that the railroad enter- 
prises have been pushed beyond the requirements of the business of

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terests of the nation. It is a trite saying that when the business 
interests of the country are prosperous the railroads prosper ; but is 
not the converse of that proposition true ? Who can say how much 
the prosperity of the country depends on the outcome of the more 
than seven thousand million of dollars invested in these iron high- 
ways? Or how much depends on the honest handling, wise manage- 
ment and economical disbursement of the ISOO^OOO^OOO of yearly' 
earnings resulting therefrom? The trust reposed in the railroad 
magnates who control a system, the investments in which exceed by 
more than a thousand million dollars all the gold and silver money 
of the world, is a most potent element for good or evil in all the de- 
partments of trade and commerce^ and bears directly or indirectly on 
the welfare of every citizen of the land. 

The suspension of dividends on some important lines, such as the 
I^ke Shore and Michigan, and the marked reduction in other lines 
of still greater importance, caused profound apprehension and distrust 
as to the value of all railroad property, resulting in a condition of the 
stock market bordering on a panic. 

As an illustration of the terrific decline in prices, we give below 
the highest quotations of 1884 and the lowest in 1885 of a number of 
the most important and stable roads east and west, such as were not 
affected by serious financial embarrassments, and also the quotations 
of several others of magnitude which were financially embarrassed :

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In sacb a cyclone colossal fortunes were swept away like chaff 
before the wind, and many of the old and reputable stock houses were 
obliged to succumb to the storm. Unquestionably the apprehension 
and distrust was too deep to be altogether warranted by the facts, and 
though long delayed the looked-for reaction came at last and a con- 
siderable portion of the decline has been recovered. It is believed in 
the best-informed circles that the conditions are improving ; that we 
may expect a better showing in the next annual reports— certainly in 
those for 1886. 

The business of the country is slowly but surely recovering its 
wonted tone. Iron, the barometer of the business atmosphere, shows 
more activity in all its departments, both as to demand and price. 
The fires are being rekindled at the furnaces and forges and rolling 
mills all over the land, which gives the sure promise of general 
recuperation. The railroad interest will not be an exception. It is a 
material factor in the process of the rehabilitation of trade and 
commerce, and must always, if wisely managed, reap its full share of 
the general prosperity. Dividends so large as those of the past decade 
are not to be expected. The rate of interest is now, and is likely to 
be for years to come, much lower than in the past, and holders of 
railroad shares must accept the common fate of other investors and be 
content with a fair relative return for their capital. 

This assured, and the general prosperity of the country must 
follow. The railroads are the arteries through which the ever- 
throbbing heart of labor sends the life-blood of trade and commerce 
to enrich the land ; which builds up our seaports, crowds our wharves 
and ladens our ships, adds to the grandeur of our inland cities, 
increases the value of our farms and promotes the welfare and pros- 
perity of all ; and these arteries must neither be choked nor clogged 
by the selfishness and greed of these corporations, or ruptured by the 
insane rivalry and exterminating wars of competing lines. Their pro- 
ductiveness to the shareholder and their beneficence to the State and 
the people depends upon the integrity and wisdom of the management. 
It is an old legal maxim " That all corporations are supposed to 
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recent writer thus speaks of the ideal railroad manager: "Wielding 
an unlimited and arbitrary power within the domain of his own line 
of transportation, and able to control, in a greater or less d^ree, the 
profits realized by those engaged in all other industries, he must, in 
addition to the knowledge, skill and executive ability required to 
manage so large a business under ordinary circumstances, also be pos- 
sessed of all the varied stores of information, the reserve resources of 
mature thought, which mark the learned political economist and the 
wise statesman, and which will enable him to determine what will 
promote the growth of all other industrial pursuits, because it is only 
by promoting their prosperity that he can secure that of the interests 
which he represents/' 

The railroad officials and managers are the custodians of a double 
trust, the magnitude of which can scarcely be exaggerated ; first, to 
their creditors and shareholders requiring a prudent, honest, faithful 
management of the immense capital entrusted to their care; and, 
secondly, to the Government that created for the public good the 
corporations they control, and the people who support them, both of 
whom have a right to demand an enlightened, just — nay, liberal — 
policy in all their dealings between them. The railroad official who 
is unfaithful to either of these high trusts incurs a fearful responsi- 
bility, and the professional "railroad wrecker" is a conspirator 
against the best interests of society, and the common foe of humanity. 



RAILROADS OF NEW JERSEY. 

We took occasion, in our report of last year, to speak of the high 
value, both as to cost and producing power, of the railroads of New 
Jersey as compared with the average value of all the roads in the 
country, and showed that the value per mile was greater than that of 
the roads of any other State. We then stated that with only 1,871 
miles of railroads, the number of passengers carried and tons of freight 
moved was greater than that of any other State, save four — New 
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• 9TATIOTIC38 — LENGTH OF LINE, &C. 

The total mileage of main line of railroads in New Jersey at the 
close of 1884, was 1,908^^^ ^^^^^ ^ miles, an increase of 36^^^ miles over 
that reported in 1883. The full statement shows 1,908^^^^ miles 
of main line; 51 0^^^^^^^ miles of double track; l,003y^^ miles of 
sidings, making 3,42235g<\^(j^ miles total length of track, considering 
double track and sidings as so much additional single track. Of this 
there are 1,939^^^ miles of steel rail, and 1,482^^^(5^ miles of iron 
rail. We venture to repeat the statement made last year in this con- 
nection as an interesting fact. 

The area of the State of New Jersey being 7,815 square miles, and 
the total mileage of railroads, main line, being 1,908^^^ miles, gives 
one mile of railroad to 4^g^ square miles of territory, which is a 
greater ratio than that of any other State. The only State that 
approaches the same percentage of miles to territory is Massachusetts, 
with 1,953 miles of main line, and an area of 8,315 square miles, 
being one mile of road to 4^^ square miles of territory — the diiFer- 
enee between these two States being so slight as to be striking. 

Since January 1st, 1885, articles of association have been filed in 
the office of the Secretary of State, providing for sundry extensions and 
connecting lines of railways, which, if carried out, will add, perhaps, 
fifty miles to the railroad mileage of the State. The details of these 
projected roads will be found in the Appendix, marked Exhibit C. 

FINANCIAL STATEMENT — INVESTMENTS REPRESENTED IN NEW 
JERSEY ROADS. 

The cost of the 1,9083^^^ miles of main line in New Jersey, in- 
cluding all double track, sidings, structures, equipment and all other 
corporal property, and also including the roads outside of the State 
operated under New Jersey charters, estimating the same by the money 
invested therein, viz., capital stock and debt, is $247,362,185; being 
an average of $128,306 per mile. 

ACTUAL COST AS REPORTED BY THE SEVERAL CX^MPANIES. 
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PASSENGER AND FREIGHT TRAFFIC. • 

The number of passengers transported over the roads of the State, 
for the year 1884, was 22,558,047, and the tonnage of freight moved 
15,063,445 tons, exceeding, in both number of passengers transported 
and tons of freight moved, the railroad systems of other States having 
three times the number of miles. 



RECEIPTS. 

The gross earnings from these sources, freight and passengers, of all 
the roads in the State for 1884, were $30,919,622, averaging $16,203 
per mile. Allowing 60 per cent, for operating expenses, which is 
considered a liberal estimate, and is above the average of all the roads 
in the United States, would leave as net earnings, $12,367,849 ; add to 
this the revenue from miscellaneous sources, estimated at $3,500,000, 
and we have as total $15,867,849, applicable to interest, and divi- 
dends and betterments. A sum that would more than pay six per 
cent, per annum on the total investments — capital stock and bonds — 
say $247,362,185. 

The average net receipts from all sources, from the above showing, 
is $8,315 per mile, and, therefore, whether we estimate value on cost, 
trafl&c, gross receipts, or net receipts, the railroads of New Jersey 
exceed in value, per mile, those of any other State, and have more 
than double the average producing power, per mile, of all the roads 
of the United States. 

It has already been shown that the average dividends for the past 
year on all the roads in the United States, is a fraction less than 2.5 
per cent. Assuming the above calculation in regard to the earnings 
of the New Jersey roads to be correct, the dividends earned thereon 
is more than double the average of the United States ; and we believe, 
althoufirh we have not all the fisrures at our command to definitelv 
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THE WORK OP THE BOARD — THE ASSESSMENTS FOR 1885. 

It is a generally-received opinion that, while confessedly the work 
of the Board last year was large and exacting, it would be greatly 
lessened in succeeding yeai^s. This is a mistake, so far as the duties 
of the Board itself are concerned. The vast amount of work done by 
the engineers and experts last year which, though costly to the State, 
was essentially necessary, does not need to be done over ; but the same 
amount of labor devolves upon the members of the Board. The same 
series of blanks and forms for the required information from the cor- 
porations, copies of which were submitted with our report last year, 
must be sent out yearly, and the returns, when furnished, are to be 
eritically examined and compared with those of previous years. 
Where there are differences they are to be inquired into and exam- 
ined ; the difference in the market value of the tangible property and 
of the stock and bonds of each railroad must be ascertained, and the 
voluminous schedules made up anew, so that the valuation shall cor- 
respond with the altered conditions and the tax computed thereon, 
and divided as between the State and the taxing districts. When this 
is done, and the schedules are returned to the Comptroller, another 
«et, with all the valuations in detail, must be prepared and served on 
each of the railroads of the State. Then the review must take place 
and the complaints of the several companies heard and adjusted, and 
the schedules made up anew to correspond with the altenitions. 
Before this work is completed for the current year the time has come 
to begin the work of the next. In addition to this there are over 
800 on the list of Miscellaneous Corporations, from which we must 
obtain yearly reports, and verify their correctness, and assess the tax 
thereon, answer their inquiries and meet their complaints. 

The blanks sent out to the various companies upon which to make 
their returns were substantially the same as last year, but, in order to 
save the corporations the great labor of compiling anew all their 
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ture may be advised of the attitude of the several companies in 
regard to the law, and the specific statutes under which exemption is* 
claimed. 

After using all the agencies at our command to confirm the accuracy 
of these reports or correct their errors, and having availed ourselves 
of all sources of information within our reach, to guide us in arriving 
at true value, and applying substantially the rules and methods of last 
year, we proceeded to make up our valuations and to calculate the 
assessments thereon. The following condensed table will show the 
^^gg^'^^te valuations and taxation, with a comparison of those of last 
year:

Compared with last year the total tax assessed against railroads and 
canals is increased $68,636.66, of which $12,632.61 goes to the State, 
and $56,004.05 to the taxing districts. In the completed report 
which is to follow after the revision is finished, will be found the 
schedule of valuation of each railroad and canal in detail, of all the 
property in each taxing district subject to taxation under the law of 
1884. 

REVIEWING THE ASSESSMENTS. 

In accordance with the provisions of the law, the Board convened 
at Trenton on the twenty-first day of December, being the third 
Monday in the month, for the purpose of hearing the complaint of 
any company feeling itself aggrieved, and to review their assessments. 

The same corporations that appeared to complain of their assess- 
oients last year reappeared and the objections of the previous year 
were renewed. Most of the companies were represented by counsel, 
^d the Board listened attentivelv to their statements. The more 
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especially in relation to the valuation and taxation of franchise, to 
which they beg respectfully to refer as the confirmed views of the 
Board after another year's consideration. The testimony touching the 
complaints of overvaluation is now being taken, and a month or more 
will be consumed before the examination is concluded and the revision 
completed. 

MISCELLANEOUS CORPORATIONS. 

The amount collected from the assessments of last year on this class 
of corporations did not reach the estimate of the Board. Very many 
on the list have been proven insolvent, and others, whose business is 
carried on outside of the State, are diflBcult to reach. The total 
receipts for taxes of 1884, up to the end of the fiscal year, (October 
31st, 1885,) were $120,965.99. 

Suits have been commenced against a number of this class of cor- 
porations, to compel the payment of the tax assessed, and some nice 
points of law have been made by the counsel for these corporations. 
The whole questions at issue have been presented to the court, and the 
brief on behalf of the State, submitted by Mr. William Y. Johnson, 
Assistant Attorney-General, seems to cover the entire ground, and i& 
both able and interesting. The court has the matter under advise- 
ment and the decisiop may be looked for at an early day. 

As no change was made in the act of April 18th, 1884, providing 
for the taxation of this class of corporations, the Board has proceeded 
to assess the tax in the same manner and under the same constructions 
of the law as reported last year. It recbrds the tax for a second year 
against some corporations which are doubtless bogus, and on others 
that are insolvent, but the action of the Attorney-General will doubt- 
less result, before we come to another year, in ridding the list of these 
worthless names. 

Assessments have been made against seven hundred and ninety-seven 
corporations, amounting in all to $235,769.40, which is greater by the 
sum of $40,027.41 than the taxes assessed for last year. Sehedvle -B, 
of the Appendix, is a classified record of these assessments. In the 
returns for the present year will be found several companies, thirty- 
four in all, that are taxed for 1884, which were not discovered in time 
to be included in the returns of last year. The tax against these 
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that the revenue from this class of corporations will be increased. The 
general corporation law of the State is simple and liberal, and there- 
fore attractive to those desiring to form corporate bodies. 



EXPENSES OP THE BOARD. 

The total expenses of the Board for the past fiscal year were 
$14,804.02; which may be classified as follows :

The expenditure, as given in the Treasurer's report, exceeds this 
sum by $12,527.06, but this arises from the fact that a large part of 
the engineering expenses of last year, which were necessarily heavy, 
in examining and reporting in detail on every mile of railroad in the 
State, and upon all the property, real and personal, connected there- 
with, have been presented and paid in this fiscal year. The Board 
beg to say that the money expended on the work done by the engineers 
was an absolute necessity, and that the full, accurate and faithful 
manner in which this work was done, was not only necessary and vital 
to the success of the work of the Board, but has also proved of inesti- 
mable value in the suits that are now pending in the Supreme Court. 
In addition to the engineering expenses last year, the charges of the 
the local assessors, who were required by the law of 1884 to make 
certain reports to the Board, and their compensation therefor fixed by 
the law, was quite large, amounting to about two thousand six hun- 
dred dollars. This provision of the law was wisely repealed last year, 
as there is no longer any necessity for this work, and the expenses of 
the Board will be lessened to that extent. The amount given above,

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THE LAW OF APRIL IOTH, 1884. 

The laws of the several States in the Union providing for taxation 
of railroad property are as various as the States themselves, no two 
being alike ; and it would seem there is no method of taxation possi- 
ble to be devised which is not applied to railroad property in some 
part of the country. Some of the State laws are so complex and ill- 
defined as to be well nigh an insolvable problem ; some of them are 
so loose and inharmonious as to admit of striking inequalities, and it 
may be added that in some of the States these laws take their color 
from the condition of public sentiment prevailing in r^ard to railroad 
corporations, whether it be friendly or unfriendly. In some States 
the power of the corporations is so great and their political influence 
so potential as to well-nigh control legislation, and thereby enable 
them to escape the just contribution that such property should pay for 
the benefit it receives at the hands of government ; while in others, 
where what is termed the Granger sentiment is paramount, prejudice 
against these corporations is so marked that the tendency is towards 
excessive exactions and unfriendly legislation. 

In our report of last year, after speaking of the beneficent results 
to the State and country resulting from these great enterprises, we said, 
" they should be recognized as friends and not as enemies, and as the 
greatest material factor in our civilization and progress they are to be 
gratefully recognized and should be fairly dealt with." It is in this 
spirit that this Board has endeavored to perform its duty with fidelity 
to the State, but without a shade of hostility to this important interest. 

It is to be regretted that some simple uniform law for the taxation 
of this class of property, based on the fundamental principle of equal 
taxation, has not been devLsed, which, in its underlying principle, 
would be adapted to all the States, with only such modifications as the 
varied conditions might manifestly require; a law so plain that it 
could neither be evaded by the cupidity of the corporations, or so 
administered, even in unfriendly hands, as to oppress them. The 
Board has taken some pains to be informed as to the laws of tax- 
ation on this class of property in the various States, and after a care- 
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stone is taxation on true value, and this principle cannot be escaped 
or departed from in New Jersey, because it is a constitutional require- 
ment. Article IV., Sec. 7, paragraph 12 : " Property shall be assessed 
for taxes under general laws and by uniform rules, according to its 
true value.^' 

It is held by many writers of reputation, and scholarly theorists, 
that the correct principle of railroad taxation is not upon the value of 
the real and personal property but upon gross receipts, or, in other 
words, that receipts or productiveness should constitute the measure 
of value. But it is worthy of remark, that the basis of taxation in 
most of the States is upon the ascertained value of the property — not 
its productiveness — the variation in the systems being in what is to 
be included in making up the value, and the methods or rules for its 
ascertainment. For instance, in some States franchise is not taxable 
at all. In others it is included in and goes to make up the value, 
and in others it is separately valued and taxed. In some States value 
is ascertained by tax boards or boards of equalization or railroad 
commissioners, in others it is done by the State Comptroller or other 
State officers, and in others altogether by the local assessors. From 
such various agencies, and conflicting rules and methods, uniformity 
is simply impossible. Four of the States (Maryland, Michigan, 
Minnesota and Wisconsin) have adopted the system of taxation wholly 
on gross receipts, and in four others (Pennsylvania, Mississippi, 
Missouri and Louisiana) taxation is based on a mixed factor, the chief 
element, perhaps, being grd^ receipts. It has already been stated 
that the act of April 10th, 1884, in obedience to the constitutional 
provision, provides for taxation on true value, and, so far as the 
underlying principle is concerned, is in accord with twenty-eight 
other States. It proposes to tax corporations, so nearly as may be, as 
natural persons are taxed for the property they own, on its true 
value, and specifies as one of the elements of value, the franchise. 
For the ascertainment of this true value it provides for a State Board 
of Assessors, that shall be non-partisan, composed of four citizens of 
^© State, two from each of the great political parties, to be appointed 
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duties of his office, and that he is not interested in any raiboad or 
canal company/' 

It directs in many particulars the methods to be pursued in 
obtaining the necessary information for arriving at true value ; pre- 
scribes the general principles which shall govern the Board ; names 
the dates at which the valuations shall be made, and the time when it 
shall be completed, and fixes the rate of tax to be assessed thereon. 
And it gives the amplest opportunity for the corporations to be heard 
in their own behalf, by providing — 

lird. Sec 7. That on the first Monday of July the Board shall 
meet at the State House in Trenton and shall give a hearing to all 
f companies interested touching the valuation and assessment of their 
property. 

Second. That afler the first day of December, the day for the 
delivery of the assessments to the Comptroller, a copy of the valuation 
in detail of the property of each corporation, and of the tax assessed 
against the same, under the provisions of the act, shall be served 
upon the treasurer of such corporation, or left at his office within ten 
days after the said first day of December. 

Third. Sec. 15. That the said State Board of Assessors shall meet 
on the third Monday in December, at Trenton, for the purpose of 
reviewing their assessments. * * * Upon the written 
complaint of any company or person considering itself or himself 
aggrieved, and specifying the grievance, they shall review the said 
assessment and correct the same as shall appear just. 

And the rights of these companies are still further guarded in the 
sixteenth section of the law, which provides " that if any company 
shall desire to contest the validity or amount of any tax levied upon 
property under the provisions of this act, such contest shall be made 
by certiorari on such terms as the Justice or Court granting the 
writ may impose. Thus the entire work of the Board may be 
subjected to the review of the highest judicial tribunal of the State, of 
which privilege many of the companies, as heretofore stated, have 
availed themselves. 

The Board has entered upon these statements for the purpose of 
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endeavored to discharge our duty under the law with fidelity to the 
State and without prejudice or partiality toward the corporations > 
and we rejoice in knowing that if we have erred in either the rules 
we have adopted or in our methods of procedure, we shall be en- 
lightened by the decision of the highest tribunal of the State. A 
copy of the law as amended at the last session will be found in the 
Appendix, marked Exhibit A. 

CONCLUSION. 

The Board submit their work of this year to the L^islature and 
the people of the State with confidence that the experience of a second 
year, and the ampler time at their disposal, will show a greater de* 
gree of accuracy in their work than did that of the previous year. 
They are hopeful that when the adjustments are made to meet any 
mistakes they may have made, either in principles or methods, which 
the court may point out, that all the corporations of the State, and 
especially the railroad corporations, will be able to see that the assess- 
ments made against them under this law are at least approximately just. 
We b^, in this connection, to refer to the tables of comparative 
taxation given in the report of last year, which the Board think show 
conclusively that the railroads of the State under the law of 1884 are 
paying less than their just proportion of the burden of taxation ; and 
in one State, where the conditions are very similar (the State of Massa- 
chusetts) the taxation of the railroad property is much higher. 

It may just as well be recognized that there is all over the country 
the growing apprehension that power is being consolidated by the 
railway corporations to such an extent as to endanger the prosperity 
of all other of the great industries of the nation, and to jeopardize the 
rights of the people ; and the only way to meet and dispel this appre- 
hension is by a wise and skillful administration of the great powers 
granted to these corporations by the government, and the cheerful 
payment of "the just contribution that such property should pay for 
*he benefits which, more than property generally, it receives at the 
frauds of government."

ACTS OF THE LEGISLATURE OF NEW JERSEY PROVIDING FOR THE 
TAXATION OF RAILROAD AND CANAL COMPANIES. 
AND OTHER CORPORATIONS. 



An Act for the taxation of railroad and canal property. 

1. Be it enactted by the Senate and Oeneral Assembly of the 
State of New Jersey, That all the property of any railroad or canal 
<K>mpany not used for railroad or canal purposes shall be assessed and 
taxed by the same assessors and in the same manner^ and at the same 
rate as the taxable property of other owners in the same municipal 
^vision or taxing district; all other property of any railroad or 
•canal company shall be assessed and taxed as hereinafter directed ; the 
tax imposed by this act shall be in lieu of all other taxation upon 
the property subject to taxation under the provisions of this act ; in 
all cases where the real estate, tangible personal property and fran- 
•chise of any company are assessed and taxed under this act, the shares 
of stock and the bonds and certificates of indebtedness of such com- 
pany shall not be tax^ in the hands of the shareholders, bondholders 
or creditors, except as hereinafter provided. 

2. And be it encoded, That all property of any railroad and of any 

■<5Mial company used for railroad or canal purposes shall be assessed 

^y a state board of assessors, which shall consist of four members 

^^ sbaJl be appointed by the governor, by and with the advice and 

"^^'^nt of the senate ; not more than two shall be membe^ra of the 

**^e political party ; and no person shall be qualified or a vithorized 

r^ act fltt ^ member of said board unless his appointment stmall have 
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ments shall be for a term of four years and until the appointmeDt of 
a successor ; vacancies shall be filled by the governor, subject to the 
approval of the senate ; the said assessors shall be citizens of this 
state, and shall not, during their term of office, be interested in any 
railroad or canal company ; each assessor shall, before entering on his 
duties, file with the secretary of state an oath taken before a justice 
of the supreme court that he will faithfully discharge the duties of 
his office, and that he is not interested in any railroad or canal com- 
pany ; they shall each receive an annual salary of twenty-five hun- 
dred dollars; three members shall constitute a quorum, and any 
official act shall be valid which has the sanction of three members ; 
they may employ a secretary, who shall receive such yearly compen- 
sation as the board of assessors may determine, not to exceed one 
thousand dollars ; [amended to read "eighteen hundred dollars" by 
supplement of February 5, 1885] ; they shall keep a record of their 
proceedings, and shall annually report to the legislature ; the office 
of railroad commissioner is hereby abolished. 

3. And be it enacted, That it shall be the duty of the board of 
assessors to meet at Trenton on the first Tuesday of May in the pres- 
ent and each succeeding year, and as often during each year and at 
such places as their duties may require ; they shall proceed to ascer- 
tain the true value of all property used for railroad or canal purposes 
of each railroad and of each canal company in this state, including its 
franchises, and they shall, in such ascertainment, ascertain separately : 

I. The length and value of the main stem of each railroad, and of 
the water-way of each canal and the length of such main stem and 
water-way in each taxing district ; 

II. The value of the other real estate used for railroad or canal 
purposes in each taxing district in this state, including the road-bed, 
(other than main stem), water-ways, reservoirs, tracks, buildings, 
water-tanks, water-works, riparian rights, docks, wharves and piers,, 
and all other real estate, except lands not used for railroad or canal 
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buildings used for passengers connected therewith ; the term "water- 
way" shall be held to include the towing-path and berme-bank ; the 
term " taxing-district " shall be held to designate any municipality, 
city, township, borough, incorporated town or village having power to 
assess and levy taxes, through which any road or canal may run ; the 
term "tangible personal property" shall be held to include the rolling- 
stock, cars, locomotives, ferry-boats, all machinery, tools and other 
tangible personal property of any railroad company, and the floating, 
movable and other tangible personal property of any canal company, 
and also the locomotives and cars not belonging to such railroad com- 
pany but built for its use and actually used in this state, or run under 
its control in this state by a sleeping-car company or other company ; 
but the rolling-stock of other persons or corporations temporarily used 
on any such road, and the floating or movable property temporarily 
used on such canal, but not forming part of the equipment of such 
road or canal, shall not be included in said term. 

4. And be it enacted, That if the assessed value of the real estate of 
persons other than railroad or canal corporations in any taxing dis- 
trict wherein such railroad or canal property may be found, as ascer- 
tained by the assessors of such taxing district, is relatively lower than 
that which has been laid upon the land of the several companies in 
said taxing district, the said board shall be required to accept said 
valuation of the assessors for such taxing district as a correct standard 
of value and to thereby correct or reduce the separate valuation pro- 
vided for in the second subdivision of section three of this bill. 

5. And be it enacted. That it shall be the duty of the assessors in 
all taxing districts where property of any railroad or canal company 
not used for railroad or canal purposes shall be assessed, [" if required 
so to do by the State Boards of Assessors" ; Supplement of February 
5, 1886,] to certify and to send to the state board of assessors, on or 
before the second Monday in June in each year, a statement giving the 
description of such property and showing the assessed valuation there- 
of ; the local assessors shall also, at the same time, certify and send to 
the state board of assessors a short description of all the real property 
m their respective taxing districts, used or owned for railroad or canal 

purposes, excepting the main stem or road-bed and track not exceed- 
ing .«-vw.

the local rate of taxation for county and municipal purposes^ as soon 
as the same shall be determined^ and such other information obtained 
in the course of the performance of the duties of their office, as the 
said board shall require of them, and for the services mentioned in 
this section the said local assessors shall receive three dollars per day 
for each day actually engaged in such service, to be paid on the war- 
rant of the comptroller, on an affidavit of such service being filed in 
the office of said comptroller. 

6. And be it enacted, That whenever in any taxing district there 
shall be several branch lines of railroad belonging to or controlled by 
one company or operated under one management, the assessors shall 
designate one of said lines as the main stem, and the value of the 
others shall be included in the separate valuation provided for in the 
second subdivision of section three of this bill. 

7. And be it enacted, That on the first Monday of July the board 
shall meet at the state house in Trenton, and shall give a hearing to 
all companies interested, touching the valuation and assessment of 
their property, the board may adjourn from day to day, and may, if 
they see fit, require all arguments and communications to be presented 
in writing; when the first Monday of July shall fall on the fourth or 
fiflh day of that month, the day of meeting shall be on the first 
Tuesday of July; all parties interested shall take notice of this 
hearing. 

8. And be it enacted. That when any railroad or canal company 
has part of its main stem or water-way in this state and part thereof 
in another state or states, the said board shall estimate separately the 
entire value of the franchise, the main stem, the water-way and the 
tangible personal property of the company, in accordance with the 
provisions of this act, and divide it in the proportion that the length 
of the main stem or water-way in this state bears to the whole length 
of such main stem or water-way, and determine the value of the 
property in this state thus estimated accordingly ; and the said board 
shall also estimate the value of the real estate of said company in this 
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directed, and if the lessee or operating company, being a foreign cor- 
poration, be the owner or possessor of any property in this state other 
than that which it derives from the lessor or company whose property 
18 operated, it shall be assessed in respect of such property in like 
manner as any domestic railroad or canal company; any tangible 
personal property of such foreign company, if used or kept but a part 
of the time in this state, shall be assessed such proportionate part of 
its value as the time it is used or kept in this state during the year 
preceding the first day of January mentioned in section twenty-one 
hereof bears to the whole year. 

10. And be it enacted, That in cas^ any railroad or canal company 
shall claim a deduction on account of any mortgage or debt secured 
thereby, the said board are hereby required to allow the same in the 
cases in which and to the extent to which the assessor is authorized by 
law to allow a deduction in the case of any other owner of mortgaged 
lands, and thereupon the said mortgage and the estate of the mort- 
gagee in the land mortgaged shall be subject to taxation in the same 
manner, as nearly as may be, and at the same rate or rates, as the 
estate of the mortgagor ; the deduction shall be made pro rata from 
the valuation of each, class of property covered by the mortgage, and 
the amount received from the taxation thereof shall be distributed as 
if the tax had been paid by the mortgagor without deduction. 

11. And be it enacted, That if any railroad or canal company shall 
claim a deduction in any case in which such deduction could be 
claimed under the twentieth section of an act entitled "A further 
supplement to an act entitled 'An act concerning taxes,'" approved 
April fourteenth, eighteen hundred and forty-six, which supplement 
was approved April eleventh, eighteen hundred and sixty-six, other 
than the deduction last hereinbefore mentioned, the said board are 
hereby required to allow the same, and the said indebtedness so 
allowed shall be taxable as other debts owing to creditors residing in 
this state are taxable, and at the same rate ; but the assessment thereof 
shall be made by said board, and not by the local assessor, and the tax

be applied for in the report and statement required to be made pur- 
suant to section twenty-one of this act, and unless the nature of the 
indebtedness, and the name and residence of the creditor, and the 
different taxing districts in which the mortgaged land lies, shall be 
specified. 

12. Aitd be it enacted^ That the state board of assessors shall, upon the 
completion of their valuation and assessment, proceed to compute the 
tax upon the entire assessed valuation of each railroad company, and 
of each canal company, as ascertained by them ; upon such valuation 
each company shall pay to the state, for state purposes, a tax at the 
rate of one-half of one per cent, annually upon each dollar of valua- 
tion, and the state board of assessors shall compute the same ; each 
company shall also pay, in addition to said tax of one-half of one per 
cent., a tax at the local rate as fixed and assessed for county and 
municipal purposes, upon other property in each taxing district, upon 
the valuation of its property in the several taxing districts, separately 
valued and assessed under the provisions of subdivision two of section 
three of this act, which tax shall also be computed by the state board 
of assessors ; but the last-mentioned rate shall in no case exceed one 
per cent, of the valuation of the property valued under the provisions 
of subdivision two of section three of this act ; the sum of the esti- 
mates or computations for each company shall constitute the tax to be 
paid by each company, and shall be a lien paramount to all other 
liens upon all the lands and tangible property and franchise of such 
company in this state ; such lien shall take effect on the first day of 
December ; and a copy of the valuation in detail of the property of 
each corporation, and of the tax assessed against the same under the 
provisions of this act, shall be served upon the treasurer of such cor- 
poration or left at his office within ten days after said first day of 
December; but the failure to serve any such notice shall not be held 
to invalidate any tax assessed or affect any lien created under this act; 
said tax shall be a debt due from such company to the state on that 
date, for which an action at law or in equity may be maintained, and 
which shall be a nreferred debt in case of insolvencv : these remedies 
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did not pay the state tax of one-half of one per cent, but did pay full 
local rates on all the property and franchises mentioned in section 
three, without any other exemption than such as would be allowed to 
an individual citizen on such property, that then and in such case the 
said board shall make such deduction as will make the tax equal to 
the amount that such company would pay upon all the property and 
franchises mentioned in section three if assessed, at full local rates 
without any state tax of one-half of one per cent. ; the board, for the 
purpo^ of ascertaining this amount, but for no other purpose, to be 
authorized to apportion the value of the franchise among the local 
taxing districts. 

13. And be it enacted, That the said board shall certify and report 
to the comptroller of the state, on or before the first day of Decem- 
ber in each year, a statement of the assessed valuation of the prop- 
erty of each company in the state, and of the separate valuation of 
property in each taxing district, as made by them, the amount of tax 
payable by such company with respect to its property separately val- , 
ued in each taxing district, and the aggregate assessed valuation, and 
the total tax levied upon each company ; such statement shall be made 
separately for each company, and as to said property separately valued 
shall be arranged by taxing districts in such manner as to be of easy 
reference, and shall be recorded in books in the office of the state 
comptroller, to be provided by him for that purpose, and shall be 
public records, subject to public inspection ; and the amount of tax. 
payable by each company, as shown by the said statements, shall be 
due and payable into the state treasury on the first day of January 
following ; it shall be the duty of the state treasurer to receive pay- 
ment of the said taxes from said companies ; if the taxes of any 
<5ompany, or any portion thereof, remain unpaid on the first day of 
February following the levying thereof, such company shall be con- 
sidered in default, and such taxes, or such unpaid portion thereof, 
shall thenceforth bear interest at the rate of one per centum for each 
^onth until paid. 
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railroad or canal company therein ; the comptroller shall transmit to 
the collector of each county a certificate showing the amounts allotted 
to the taxing districts therein, and shall draw his warrant upon the 
state treasury, in favor of the several county collectors, for the 
amounts allotted to their several counties, and the county collector 
shall forthwith pay to the collector or other proper officer of each 
taxing district the amount allotted thereto, deducting, however, the 
amount due for county taxes from such taxing district ; the amount 
thus paid to the county and taxing district shall be at the disposal of 
the proper authorities for public purposes; provided, however, that 
whenever the local city rate as fixed and assessed in any city exceeds 
one per centum of the ratables of such city, that in such case the 
comptroller shall transmit ta the collector of taxes of said city a cer- 
tificate showing the amount allotted to such city, and shall draw his 
warrant upon the state treasurer in favor of the treasurer of such city 
for said amount ; such warrant to be at the disposal of the board of 
such city having control of its finances, to be used for the municipal 
purposes of such city, such amount to be first applied to the payment 
of the city debt and interest falling due thereon ; and in such case 
the amount to be transmitted to the county collector of the county in 
which such city is situated shall be reduced to that extent. 

15. And be it enacted, That the said state board of assessors shall 
meet on the third Monday of December, at the state house, in Tren- 
ton, for the purpose of reviewing their assessment, and may adjourn 
from day to day till they shall have finished the hearing ; upon the 
written complaint of any company or person considering itself or 
himself aggrieved, and specifying the grievance, or of the attorney- 
general or of any member of the board, on behalf of the state, that 
the property of any company is assessed too low, either in the whole or 
m any taxing district, or that property has been omitted, they shall 
review the said assessment, and correct the same as shall appear just ; 
the attorney-general shall attend such meetings of said board in per- 
son or bv deoutv : no comolaint that anv comnauv or uerson is as- 
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of books and papers^ and they shall be entitled to use their personal 
knowledge and judgment as to the value of property ; they shall cer- 
tify to the comptroller of the state all corrections which they shall 
make in any assessment ; the proceedings provided for by this section 
shall be completed, if possible, before the first day of January follow- 
ing the making of said assessment, and all complaints must be pre- 
sented on or before the third Monday of December, or shall be 
deemed to have been waived. 

16. And be it enacted^ That if any company or person assessed, or 
if the attorney-general on behalf of the state, shall desire to contest 
the validity or amount of any tax levied upon property under the 
provisions of this act, such contest shall be made by certiorari, which 
may be granted on notice to the attorney-general or to the company 
or person assessed, on a proper case made, on such terms as the justice 
or court granting the writ may impose ; upon such writ relief may 
be had as well in cases where it is claimed that the amount of tax is 
excessive or insufficient, as in cases where it is claimed that the principle 
upon which the assessment is made is erroneous ; provided, that no 
writ of certiorari shall be granted unless the applicant has applied to 
said board of assessors to review the assessment as provided for in 
section eighteen of this act, nor shall any writ of certiorari be granted 
after the expiration of three months from the final determination of 
said board ; if such writ shall be allowed, and if it shall be made to 
appear that any assessment is unlawful, excessive or insufficient, the 
court shall correct the same and reduce or increase it as may be just 
or refer it back to the board of assessors, who shall correct or reassess 
the same in accordance with the instructions of the court ; in any suit 
or proceedings except on such certiorari, the certificate and report of 
the state board of assessors shall be conclusive and shall have the force 
and effect of a judgment of a court of record having competent juris- 
diction and the proceedings whereon such certificate and report are 
founded shall not be inquired into; no assessment or tax shall be set 
aside for misnomer of the owner of the property assessed; but the 
Ji*nie may be corrected at any time by the board of assessors or court. 
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thereon and a reasonable sum to be certified by said justice to be paid 
for the expense of said proceeding, shall be made a record of the 
supreme court, and judgment shall be entered therefor in the name of 
the state of New Jersey as plaintiff against said company, mortgagee 
or mortgagees, or other creditor, as defendant, which order shall be 
made upon production of a certified copy from the comptroller of the 
certificate and report of the state board of of assessors on file in his 
oflSce, and of the certificate of the comptroller that said tax has not 
been paid ; the attorney-general shall also apply for an order that 
execution forthwith issue on said judgment, directed to a master of 
the court of chancery to be named by said justice in said order; the 
said orders shall be respectively applied for on five days' notice to the 
company or mortgagee or mortgagees or other creditor concerned, 
which notice, in case of any company, shall be served in the same 
manner as a summons is directed by law to be served upon a corpora- 
tion, and in all cases the proceedings shall be summary ; in case a 
certiorari shall have been granted, on application of the attorney- 
general the orders above provided for shall be made and enforced 
without predjudice to the right of the state to enforce the payment of 
any additional amount of tax which may be imposed and to apply for 
a second judgment therefor; in case a certiorari shall have been 
granted on application of any company or mortgagees or other creditor 
taxed, the attorney-general shall make the applications provided for 
by this section upon the determination of said proceedings in certiorari, 
by dismissal of the writ or by adjustment of the amount due. 

18. And be it enacted, That the master in chancery to whom the 
execution shall be directed shall sell all the franchise, real estate and 
rolling stock and property of said company and the estate and inter- 
est of any mortgagees, and the debt due to any creditor for which a 
deduction has been allowed or so much thereof as may be necessary 
to make the amount due on said tax judgment and the usual execu- 
tion fees ; the execution shall describe the property or debt aforesaid 
whereon the tax was assessed and shall direct the sale thereof and 
generally the sale of all other property of said company or person ; 
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as the interest of all bondholders and oentuis que trust for whose bene- 
fit said mortgage may have been given or may be held in trust, or 
otherwise ; as to any other property of said company or persons, the 
judgment and execution shall constitute or become Hens in the same 
manner and to the same extent as other judgments and executions of 
the supreme court; the sale, advertisement and proceedings under 
such executions shall be the same as under other executions of the 
supreme court ; provided^ however, that the company whose franchise, 
real estate, rolling stock and property, or any part thereof, has been 
so sold and the mortgagee or mortgagees or any bondholder or other 
person having an interest in the estate and interest of the corporation 
or mortgagee which has been so sold, may, at any time within two 
years from and after any such sale, redeem the property so sold by 
tendering and paying to the purchaser or purchasers 'thereof the 
amount of the purchase-money by him or them paid, together with 
interest thereon at the rate of ten per cent, per annum. 

19. And be it enacted, That it shall be the duty of the justice or 
<x)urt granting to any company, mortgagees or creditor a writ of 
certiorari to review an assessment of taxes under this act, to require, 
before granting the writ, the payment of such portion of the tax as 
said justice or court shall deem just, and it shall be lawful for the. 
court out of which such writ shall issue, at any time pending the pro- 
ceedings thereunder, to direct such further payment on account of 
fiuch tax as the court shall deem just, and to dismiss the writ if the 
order is not obeyed ; the amount so paid shall be credited on the tax 
as it shall be finally determined and fixed under this act, and no in- 
terest shall be charged upon the amount thus paid and credited after 
the time of payment ; should the amount thus paid be in excess of the 
amount ascertained to be due, the excess shall be repaid by the state 
apon the order of the court ; and the state comptroller shall, upon 
«acii order/ issue his warrant for such payment accordingly.

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use the returns hereinafter provided for, but such returns shall not be 
conclusive, and if any of said returns shall not be made, the board 
shall ascertain the necessary facts from the best information they can 
obtain, in such mode as they may find convenient, using their per- 
sonal knowledge and judgment; the said assessors or any one of 
them shall have power to administer oaths and affirmations to any per- 
son to ascertain any facts proper for them to know in order to enable 
them properly to perform the duties of their office, and they may re- 
duce the statements of the person sworn to writing and require him 
to swear and subscribe thereto, and may, ex parte, apply for and ob- 
tain from any justice of the supreme court an order to compel any 
person to submit to examination in reference to such matters, and 
such justice may punish any party as for a contempt who shall disobey 
any order made by such justice in the premises. 

21. And be it enacted, That on or before the first day of July next, 
itnd on or before the first Tuesday of May in each year thereafter, any 
person or company running, operating or constructing any railroad or 
canal in this state, shall return to the state board of assessors state- 
ments or schedules, subscribed and sworn to by the president or other 
chief officer before some officer of the state authorized to administer 
oaths, of the property of such railroad or canal as it existed on the 
first day of January preceding, which for each railroad shall be a& 
follows : 

I. Of the real estate, specifying its extent and dimensions, which 
may be shown by a map or maps, setting out in detail the total length 
of the road, including branch and leased lines, the entire length in 
this state, and the length of double or side tracks ; and the number,, 
character and value of all buildings and structures in each county and 
in each taxing district through or in which it is located in this state, 
designating the main stem or road-bed and the width, wherever it ex- 
ceeds one hundred feet, and designating particularly any portion in 
each taxing district which is not used for railroad purposes and which 
is locally assessed and taxed, and the value thereof; 

II. Of the roUincr stock and tancrible personal property, giving the 
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b. The amount of capital stock paid up ; 

c. The market value, and if no market value, then the actnal value 
of the shares of stock ; 

d. The total amount and the details and particulars of all indebted- 
ness. 

Such statements and schedules for canals shall be as follows : 

I. Of all the real estate of said company, giving the depth of water 
and dimensions of such canal, the length of the canal and of its 
feeders in the state, and the number, character and value of all locks^ 
and of all buildings and other structures in each county and taxing 
districts, designating particularly the width where it exceeds one 
hundred feet and designating any portion in each taxing district which 
is not used for canal purposes and which is locally assessed and taxed ; 

II. The floating and movable property ; 

III. A statement or schedule containing all the particulars above 
enumerated and to be returned by railroad companies in the third 
statement or schedule ; such statements or schedules shall be made in 
conformity with such instructions and forms as may be prescribed by 
the said board, and such further statements shall be furnished as said 
board shall require ; the said board shall prescribe the form of the 
oath to the statements and schedules required by this section, and any 
person who shall make such oath falsely shall be guilty of perjury. 

22. And be it enacted, That any railroad or canal company claim- 
ing exemption from taxation under this act, by reason of any alleged 
contract with the state, shall, together with and in addition to the re- 
turn required by the last section, make a further return specifying the 
act or acts of the l^islature by which such contract is claimed to have 
been created, and also specifying what portion of the property of said 
railroad or canal company is claimed to be exempt from taxation 
under this act, and the particulars as to character, location and value 
of the property, if any, admitted to be liable under this act ; such 
return shall be in no matter conclusive as to any of the facts therein 
®**^^, but said board shall investigate and determine whether any, 
^d if ^y what portion of the property of such company is by con- 
^ct beyond the power of the state to tax under this act ; the residue 
^^ said property shall be assessed, apportioned, valued and taxed pur- 
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their property is exempted from the taxation imposed by this act, to 
acquire and hold, directly or indirectly, any property in this state 
(except such property as such company may be entitled to acquire and 
hold pursuant to their said contract with this state, if such company 
has any charter provisions on this subject which the legislature cannot 
abrogate or repeal), unless such company shall, by a written instru- 
ment, executed under their common seal, approved by the attorney- 
general and filed with the secretary of state, first agree that any and 
all property acquired by such company after the passage of this act 
shall be subject to taxation under the provisions of this act, or any 
amendments thereto, or any further act of the legislature, in which 
-case such property shall be so subject. 

24. And be it endcted, That if any person or corporation running, 
operating or constructing any railroad or canal shall willfully neglect 
to make returns as required by this act, such person or corporation 
shall forfeit as a penalty not more than ten thousand dollars, to be 
assessed by the jury, for each offense, to be recovered in any proper 
form of action in the supreme court, in the name of the state, and paid 
into the state treasury ; it shall be the duty of said board to certify 
any such default to the attorney-general of the state, and it shall be 
the duty of the attorney-general to prosecute for such penalty ; any 
person who shall make falsely any oath required to be made under this 
act, and any person who shall testify falsely, when called to testify 
under this act, shall be guilty of perjury, and on conviction thereof 
shall be liable to all the penalties prescribed by law therefor. 

25. And be it enacted. That all railroad companies in this state 
which shall hereafter pay any taxes imposed by this act, on any cars, 
hired, leased, run or used on the roads of such companies in this state, 
shall have a right of action against the company or persons owning 
such cars, for the taxes so paid, with interest thereon from date of 
payment, and may sue for and recover the same in any court of com- 
petent jurisdiction; but nothing in this section shall be so construed 
as to avoid the obligation of any contract relating to the payment of 
taxes, heretofore entered into or made between any such company, its 
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and the interest due thereon, and receive from said treasurer a certifi- 
cate of such payment, and such person shall thereupon be entitled to 
be repaid the amount of said tax and interest thereon at the rate of 
twelve per cent, per annum out of the first proceeds of any sale of the 
franchises or property of said company, and such tax and interest 
thereon shall continue a lien on the franchises and property of the 
company for the benefit of the holder of or person interested in such 
mortgage or lien until paid by said company or from the sale of its* 
franchises or property; if any proceedings have been taken by the 
attorney-general to enforce the payment of said tax and interest 
thereon, then such holder of or person interested in a mortgage or lien 
paying such tax and interest shall pay such additional amount as a 
justice of the supreme court shall certify to be proper and reasonable 
for the expenses and services of the proceedings as far as they have 
processed for the collection of said tax and interest thereon. 

27. And be it enacted, That if any railroad or canal shall be owned 
or operated under a franchise by any individual or association not 
incorporated, the term company used in this act shall apply to such 
owners or operators, and such property shall be assessed and taxed 
under the provisions of this act in the same manner as if operated by 
a company, and the persons operating or owning such railroad or 
canal shall make the returns required by this act to be made by 
companies. 

28. And be it enacted. That the attorney-general shall, with the 
approval of the governor and comptroller, have power to employ 
such assistant attorneys or counsel as may be necessary to protect and 
properly defend the interest of the state, in carrying out the provi- 
»ons of this act ; and such assistant shall be paid such compensation 
by the state as may be approved by the attorney-general and the 
comptroller ; (the state board of assessors shall have power, during 
the first year of the operation of this act, to employ such assistants 
in making their valuations, as may be necessary to complete the same 
in due time, and such assistants shall be paid such reasonable compen- 
sation for their services as the said board and the governor shall ap- 
pTove.) 
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ants in making their valuations as may be necessary; providedy the 
amount of compensation to be paid such assistants shall not exceed 
the sum of fifteen hundred dollars in the aggregate each year/'] 

29. And be it enactedy That any corporation having or claiming to 
have any contract with the state whereby any of its property is 
claimed to be exempted from the taxation imposed by this act, may, 
iit its discretion, voluntarily pay to the state from year to year, such 
sums of money as, added to the tax now assessable against such cor- 
poration under such alleged contract, will be equal to the tax as- 
sessable against such corporation under this act in respect to the 
property so claimed to be exempted, and such voluntary payment 
shall not be construed in any proceeding or suit to be a waiver by 
such corporation of its said alleged contract ; provided, however, that 
nothing in this section, or in this act contained, shall be construed or 
taken as an admission on the part of the state that any corporation is 
possessed of any contract or especial provision of law on the subject 
of taxation which may not at any time be repealed or modified by 
the state. 

30. And be it enacted, That if any section of this act shall, for 
any reason, be held to be unconstitutional or invalid, it shall not 
affect the other provisions of this act or any of them. 

31. And be it enacted, That any corporation in this state having 
the right, by contract, to any different imposition of tax, either state 
or municipal, than that provided for in this act, are hereby authorized 
to execute and file in the office of the secretary of state an instrument, 
to be first approved by the attorney-general, waiving the benefit of 
any such contract, whereupon they shall be bound by the terms of this 
act, or any amendment hereto, or* any further act of the legislature, 
and upon filing any such instrument the state agrees to surrender its 
right to take the property of any such corporation under any law 
now existing ; provided^ that any such corporation shall execute and 
file such instrument within six months from the time of the passage 
of this act. 
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Supplement to act conoerning the taxation of railroad and caual 
property, approved February fifth, one thousand eight hundred 
and eighty-five. 

A Supplement to an act entitled "An act for the taxation of railroad 
and canal property," approved April tenth, one thousand eight 
hundred and eighty-four. 

1. Be it enacted by the Senate and General Assembly of the Skite 
of New Jersey, That in case any property of any railroad or canal 
company which has been or shall hereafter be in any year assessed by 
the local authorities of any taxing district has been or shall be also 
assessed by the state board of assessors as property used for mil road 
or canal purposes, the supreme court or any three justices thereof^ to 
be assigned by the chief justice, shall determine, in a summary maimer, 
the character of the property and whether used for railroad or eanal 
purposes, and by which assessors the same has lawfully been assessed, 
which determination shall be made whether the taxes in question have 
been paid or not, and whether a certiorari to review either assessment 
has been granted or not ; such determination shall be made under au 
order to show cause at a time and place to be therein designated^ ^vhieh 
order shall be granted by the chief justice of the supreme court upon 
application ea: joar^e by any of the parties interested, namely, by the 
attorney-general on behalf of the state, or by the owner of the property 
assessed, or by the authorities of the taxing district ; and said order 
shall be served not less than ten days before the day fixed therein for 
the hearing, upon the said parties interested not making such applica- 
tion ; depositions may be taken, on two days' notice by either party, 
to be used on such hearing; the justices before whom the matter shall 
be heard may, if they see fit, view the property in dispute, to guide 
them in their decision; the judgment of the court shall direct the 
cancellation or reduction of either assessment, as the character of tlie 
property may require, and shall make such order as to the return to

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2. And be it enadedy That section five of the act to which this is a 
supplement be and the same is hereby amended to read as follows : 

" 5. And be it enadedy That it shall be the duty of the assessors in 
all taxing districts where property of ^ny railroad or canal company, 
not used for railroad or canal purposes^ shall be assessed, if required 
so to do by the state board of assessors, to certify and to send to the 
state board of assessors, on or before the second Monday in June, in 
each year, a statement giving the description of such property and 
showing the assessed valuation thereof; the local assessors shall also, 
at the same time, certify and send to the state board of assessors a 
short description of all the real property in their respective taxing 
districts, used or owned for 'railroad or canal purposes, excepting the 
main stem or road-bed and track, not exceeding one hundred feet in 
width of each railroad, and the water-way, towing-path and berme- 
bank, not exceeding one hundi*ed feet in width of each canal ; the

That all property of any railroad and of any 
canal company used for railroad or canal purposes shall be assessed 
by a state board of assessors, which shall consist of four members, and 
shall be appointed by the governor, by and with the advice and con- 
sent of the senate ; not more than two shall be members of the same 
political party ; and no person shall be qualified or authorized to act 
as a member of said board unless his appointment shall have been 
confirmed by the senate ; their term of office shall commence on the
